The Duke d'Aosta was born in 
January 1869. In 1895 he married 
Princess ‘ Hetene of — Orleans, 
daughter of the Compte de Paris. 
Entering the army he rose to the 
command of the Ist Divison at 
Sarin and the [1th Army Corps at 
Naples. ITs career was interrupt- 
ed by a serious iMnesa and just be- 
fore Italy entered the war he wis 


“still on the reserve list. 


Aw n result of the friction —be- 
tween Gen. Cadorna and Gen, 
Zuceari, who fed the 3rd Army, the 
Duke was appointed to succeed the 
latter and held this post til the 
ond of the War. His army fought 
in the Carso with considerable suc- 
cess, but the Austrians held very, 
strong positions in this dimeuit 
region and his tusk was to wear 
them down, for it) was iinpossible 
to make much ‘prog! The Duke 
soon proved himself a ve capable 
soldier and not a mere figurehead. 
He knew how to aasare harmony 
and co-operation among his officers 
and was very popular with his men 
whose lot he did much to jllevinte. 
Indeed, his gifts as a leader were 
such that he would probably have 
been selected to succeed Cadorna in 
the chief command after the Cap- 
oretto disaster, had it not) been 
thought inadvisable to yive a Royal 
personage 0 position of so great 
responsibility. : 

Throughout the war the Duchess 
of Aosta was Inspeetress-General 
of Red Cross nurses. Despite her 
delicate health she braved fatigue’ 
and many hardships, and fully 
earned the silver medal for valour 
whieh was awarded to her,

REVOLT AGAINST 
MARRIAGE. < 
By DEAN INGE. - 


HAT is to be the attitude of 
the Churehes towards 

changes in the civil law of mar- 
riage? ; = 

The Churches have never had a 
more difficult question to decide. 

They wish, of course, to be loyal 
to the teaching of Christ, which 
for Christians is the finn) court of 
appeal. Unfortunately we cannot 
be certain whether Christ meant 
to legislate or only to hold up an 
ideal; and, since the text. of the 
Gospels is uncertain, we are not 
even sure what He snid. Nor aro 
we agreed whether the decisions 
of the Church, or the Churches, in 
past times are binding on us now. 

The power to disanive marriage 
by legal process was introduced in 
England in 1857. In 1871 there 
were 166 divorces; in 1929 there 
were 3,396. In the Jatter year 
there was one divorce to 92 mar- 
ringes, and there are part of the 
United States where the proportion 
is ten times greater. 


The Church's Problem. 


The Iaw of the Church, based 
on the words of Christ, cannot be 
enforced on the whole population, 
and public opinion is at present 
hostile to a strict Interpretation of 
the Founder rule. 

What is the Church to dot! 

Most of the bishops secm to 
incline towards compulsory _ civil 
marriage, the Church remaining 
free te make rules for its own 
members. But this arrangement 
would not remove all the difficulties. 

Can an established Church brand 

as “notorious evil livers,” and -ex- 
communiente, a couple who are 
mau and wife by the law of the 
land? . 
Is the innocent party in a divorce 
to be forbidden to marry again in 
church (the bishops say “Yes’): 
and does public opinion approve of 
thus placing’ a stigma on the 
character of a cruelly wronged 
person? 

The usual answer is that collu- 
sion is so frequent that we can 
never. tell which party, if either, 
is innocent. 

I answer that it is the business 
ef the court to stop collusion and 
perjury; the clergy cannot try such 
cases over again. 

In very many ‘cases there is 10 
doubt whatever that one party is 
innocent, and Jay opinion is strong- 
ly in favour of accepting the more 
merciful interpretation of the 
words in the Gospels.- 

The Church, however, 1s faced 
with 2 much more far-reaching 
revolt against the Christian idea 
of marriage.’ The change seems 
“more” startling than “it -is - because 
the Victorian Age was, both. in 
theory nnd practice, very puritani- 
eal. :

To say that our affections are 
not under the control of our wills 
is to bestialise human nature and 
to strike at ‘the binding force of 
all_contracts. : 

The view of the new romanti. 
cism is that the basis of marringe 
is ardent ‘physital emotion. 

If at any future time . this 
fecling comes to be nrouded by 
some: other person, the continu- 
ance of married Ife becomes an 
outrage upon the higher feelings, 
and the home must be broken up. 

Public opinion | is increasingly 
tolorant of such cases.
